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On 7. nſdey Auguſt 24. 1714. was ſolemnized the 
Funeral of her late moſt Gracious Majefty 


Queen ANN E, of Bleſſed Memory: The R oyat 


Corps was depoſited in King Henry the VIIth's 


Chapel in the ſame Vault, with their late Maje- 
ſties King Charles II. King William, Queen Mary, 
and his Royal Highneſs Prince George of Denmark, 
which being now full, is cloſed up. 


On Monday Nov. 1. 1714. was interred in the 
Cloiſters, the. Body of the juſtly celebrated 
Mr. Ric hAAD ELroxD; his Corps being at- 
tended by the Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Chapel 
and the Choir of Weſtminſter. He was bred a 
Choiriſter at Lincoln ; after which he ſerved in 
the Church at Durham ; and upon his coming to 
London, he was ( within a little while ) received 
into the Choir of St. Pauls, from whence he was 
invited to the Choir of Vindſor and Eton; and 
being recommended to Her late Majefty, ſhe was 

leaſed ro make him one of the Gentlemen of 
Her Chapel, and diſtinguiſhed him by a paxticu- 
lar Mark of Her Royal Favour, with an additi- 
onal Penſion of 100 J. per Ann. The Places he 
laſt enjoyed, were thoſe in the Chapel Royal, and 
the Choirs of Weſtminſter and Windſor. His Voice 
had all the Advantages Man could with for, or 
Nature beſtow, which, together with his excel- 
lene Acquirements of Manner and Judgment, 
rendered him the moſt compleat and agreeable 
Performer produced in this Age, whether among 
his own Countrymen or Foreigners. His ſingu- 
lar Humanity, Plainneſs, and Good-Nature,made 
bim univerſally beloved; and his Muſical Quali- 
cations rarely found fo conſummate in one Per- 
on; andhaving as yet no apparent View of bein 
equaled, renders his Loſs as univerſally lamente 
He died in the 38th Year of his Age. 4 
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
